shots were fired.

He said he had a 
partial view of Mrs. Bowles as 
she stood at the kitchen sink and 
that presently he saw her slump 
to the floor. 
Bowles said he rushed to the

breast. He summoned a physician 
but she died in a few minutes. 


Officers said Mrs. Bowies' body 


had been removed to a mortuary 
and the apartment put in order 
before they were notified of the 
tragedy.

Investigators inclined to the be- 


lief Mrs. Bowles had taken her 
own life but said they would await 
the coroner's inquest before mak- 
ing a final decision.

Knocking at Door Dictionary; 


"Put on the Spot" to Be There 


By LOREXA HICKOK 


NEW 
YORK, Nov. 13.—(#*)—It 


probably won't bo long before 
a. 


racketeer can be ''put on the spot" 
without a single quotation mark in 
the sentence. 


For this you may take the word 


of the dean of American lexicog- 
raphers, Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly, 
managing editor of the Standard 
Dictionary. 


For 
knocking- at the doors of 


the dictionary right now are 75,- 
000 words, including all the pic- 
turesque 
argot of the 
gangsters 


and the latest sports column and 
fOptliglH wisecracks. 


Wisecrack does not have to be 


placed in quotation marks, for the 
word is already in the dictionary. 
So arc racket, racketeer, bootleg- 
ger and speakeasy. "Put on the 
spot" is there, too, but in its older 
sense—as a police detective putting 
a criminal ''on the spot." 


One may serve a stretch in the 


penitentiary, too, without 
any 


quotation 
marks. 
The 
word 


"stretch" in that sense, is already 
in. 
But one still -'does time" 
in 


quotes. 


"Not all of the 75,000 new words 


that fill two cabinets and a vault 
in my office are slang expressions 
about to be made respectable," Dr. 
Vizetelly said. "The number 
of 


scientific words coined recently is 
enormous. 
One geological 
work 


that came out not long ago had 
5,000 words in it. if i wanted to 
go into the field of medicine, I 


could add 5,000 words more to the 
dictionary. 


"But these, I believe, should go 


into scientific and medical diction- 
aries. 
I'm 
for giving colloquial 


English a chance." 


Ordinarily it takes a word five 


years to get into the dictionary. If 
a distinguished scholar or literary 
man happens to use it, the proba- 
tionary period may be shorter. 


For 
instance, 
George 
Bernard 


Shaw in a recent address, brought 
into the United States by radio, 
used 
the expression, ''get 
away 


with it." His introduction was not 
needed, however. 
The expression 


already was in Dr. Vizetelly's dic- 
tionary. 


"We used to accept as authority 


(he late Brander Matthews," Dr. 
Vizetelly said today, ''but Brander 
Matthews is dead. 
At present he 


has no successor." 


A alnng expression may get into 


the dictionary, but.it doesn't 
al- 


ways stay there. The dictionary is 
rather like the social register 
in 


that respect. 
Only words do not 


disgrace themselves or marry be- 
neath their stations. 
They just 


die. 


"Whenever I think of the terms 


that have passed out. I'm remind- 
ed of the beautiful night-blooming 
cereus on the gray dawn of 
the 


morning after," Dr. Vizetelly said. 
''That which was a glorious flower 
illumined by the rays of the moon 
resembles a rotten potato in the 
clare of the sun."

come to see him at the barracks 
himself modestly went to beseech 
a boon of Jesus. Our text makes 
clear the lowliness of the centu- 
ron's entreaty.

manding his rights, or requesting 
a favor from an equal; he was 
an unreserved suppliant, 
address- 


ing Jesus as "Lord," or "Master."

LYONS, France. Nov. 1Z.—OP)— 


Lyons firemen and police labored 
feverishly today removing debris 
of ten houses which collapsed dur- 
ing the night, hoping to have some 
of the scores of persons buried 
beneath the ruins. 


A landslide down a steep in- 


cline which slopes nway from the 
Basilica of Notre Dame do Four- 
viere undermined foundations of 
the houses, which fell one after 
the 
other. 
Residents, 
most 
of 


whom were asleep, were caught 
unawares. 


Police believed upwards of 100 


persons either perished or were 
gravely injured. 
In addition the 


first rescue squad of 20 firemen 
and seven policemen was buried 
beneath 
the 
falling 
masonry of 


one of the last houses to fall as 
they entered the runs to answer 
screams of the entombed. 


It may be days, so dangerous 


is the work of removal of the de- 
bris, before the 
total number of 


dead is known. Some few persons' 
residing in the edge of the col- 
lapsed area, have been taken from 
the ruins seriously 
injured. 


As morning came hope for find- 


ing any of the victims alive grew 
fainter, but the 
rescuers, 
their 


number constantly augmented by 
new volunteers, continued their ef- 
forts. 


Police held a large crowd at a 


safe distance. Mayor Eduoard Her- 
riot, former premier of 
France, 


personally superintended the work 
of rescue despite his being ill with 
intestinal lagrippe. which has forc- 
ed him to remain in bed several 
days. 


One of the score removed from 


the debris and sent to hospitals 
was a woman of 70 who was ex- 
pected 
to die. 
Another was 
a 


workingman who had lost his pow- 
er of speech. 


The landslide, apparently the re- 


sult of heavy rains, swept down 
the 
hillside at the base of the 


cathedral at 1 a. m. Three build- 
ings 
collapsed 
in the twinkling 


of an eye and occupants of other 
adjoining buildings rushed to their 
doors only to be caught themselves 
when their own homes collapsed. 


When the first rescue squad was 


buried beneath 
falling 
masonry 


the ambulance which had come 
with them to the site of disaster 
was cut in two by a large falling 
block of stone. 


A few persons were able to leap 


from 
windows and doorways 
to 


safety but most of the inhebitants 
were buried as the houses col- 
lapsed. There was- an initial land- 
slide 'at 1 a. m., another shortly 
after, a third at 3 a. m., and a 
fuurth at 4 a. m. Authorities fear 
there will be additional movements. 


All buildings in the immediate 


vicinity of the 
stricken 
district 


have been evacuated. Victims were 
taken to the cathedral for treat- 
ment. 
That building, one of the 


most noted churches of Europe, 
stands on the top of a huge rock 
hill which dominates Lyons and 
is said to be in no danger. 


Authorities highly 
praised 
the 


courage of priests of the parish, 
who went about among the ruins 
to administer the 
rites of 
the 
church to helpless victims.
